There are many kinds of racing for 
an interested person to become 
involved in. One of the most accessible 
and closest type of racing is 1/4-mile 
drag racing. Because of this fact this is 
one of the most difficult types of racing 
in which to excel. New Boston resident 
Debbie Madej is the type of person that 
accepts this fact as a challenge. 

Debbie spends her weekends at a 
1/4-mile drag strip campaigning an 
altered 1923 ‘T,’ front engine, super- 
charged, alcohol buming, 392 C.I.D., 
1957 Chrysler Hemi. Debbie thrills the 
crowd with some great burnouts before 
taking this heart-stopper through the 
timing lights in 7.6 seconds at 184 
m.p.h. She pilots this rocked sled with 
the grace of a ballet dancer to the 
delight of the crowd. 

This lady of the drag strip success 
comes as no surprise. She is following 
in the footsteps of her engine-builder 
husband. Stan held the class record in 
1969 at Detroit Dragway in a Chevy 
Nova. 

Debbie honed her skills for this sport 
by attending Frank Hawley’s Drag 
Racing School in Pomona, California. 
The signicant elapsed times that she 
has achieved in the 1/4-mile are the 
result of a strong will and determina- 
tion to win combined with continued 
practice and hard work. She is dedicat- 
ed to becoming one of the fastest dri- 
vers in her sport as she visits the drag 
strips located in Milan, Columbus, 
Ubly, and Pomona. 

The cockpit of her machine grace- 
fully accepts her petite 5°6” frame and 
waits impatiently as she buckles her- 
self in to control the 1,500 super- 








charged horses that are sitting in the 
Spitzer chassis. This crowd-pleasing 
pilot is the mother of four children. 
Carrie, Natalie, Rachel, and Jeremy are 
her biggest fans. They join the crowd 
in cheering her on as she inches her 
rocket closer to the timing lights. 
Indeed, this is a site to see as she waits 
for green to push her machine faster 
and faster with each pass. 


Debbie’s husband Stan built this 
heart-pounding combination of engine 
and drive train. He makes sure that 
everything is a “GO” for this great- 
looking car and driver of the “PMS” 
express as it prepares to make a seven- 
second or better run. Stan is assisted by 
their son Jeremy as he adds his racing 
knowledge to the success of his moth- 











er’s next run. They repeat this process 
six or seven times a day. The engine 
swallows six and a half gallons of fuel 
for each run. 

Debbie’s week before a race is spent 
in gainful employment at an Art Van 
furniture store. This employment does- 





n’t allow her to make use of her 
N.H.R.A. license. Her car of choice to 
get her to work is a Ford Mustang 
Cobra which is sometimes painfully 
slow when she thinks about her seven- 
second passes.

Bike Path Crossing Raises Concerns 


Several meetings ago 
Township Board Trustee Jim 
Mason spoke before the board 
and expressed his concern 
over the bike path crossing at 
Waltz Road. He indicated that 
the crossing posed a danger to 
the bikers as well as the vehi- 
cles because of a blind spot. 

The Huron River Weekly 
attended the recent dedication 
of the new bike path and we 
have remarked that the paths 
are a fine addition to the park 
system. However, we also rec- 
ognize the danger the location 


poses to bikers attempting to 
cross Waltz Road. Both the 
park representatives and the 
township superintendent have 
also expressed concern and 
have indicated they are in the 
process of correcting the prob- 
lem. 

We are confident that they 
will, but until steps are taken 
we are asking the community 
to be careful in the area. Local 
bikers need to be aware that 
just north of the crossing, 
Waltz Road curves and you 
cannot see oncoming automo-

bile traffic until the traffic is 
about 300 feet away. For traf- 
fic going north the curve 
makes it impossible to see the 
bike traffic until they have 
cleared the curve and are 
rapidly approaching the cross- 
ing. 

There is a yellow bike 
warning sign for northbound 
traffic, but as you can see by 
the photo, the trees partially 
obscure the sign. By next sum- 
mer we would expect the trees 
to further obscure the sign. 

During the five minutes that 


we watched the traffic flow, 
there was an average of eleven 
vehicles per minute that roared 
around the curve and past the 
crossing section just a few feet 
north of the park entrance. Of 
course, part of the problem 
was the increased traffic 
caused by the closure of 1-275 
and just about every vehicle 
was exceeding the speed limit. 

While, we are certain the 
park system will devise a safer 
bike path for the Waltz cross- 
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ing, perhaps they could con- 
sider pushing Wayne County 
to lower the speed limit to 25 
MPH, place a flashing “Bike 
Crossing” sign up and farther 
south of the current yellow 
metal sign. The park could 
also consider removing a num- 
ber of trees along the edge of 
Waltz Road so a vehicle trav- 
eling north could have an ade- 
quate sight line.

The fight to ban all tobacco 
billboard advertising in Mich- 
igan continues with approval 
of legislation by the House 
Transportation Committee.

Additionally, more 
than 40,000 Michigan citizens, 
mostly schoolchildren, have 
signed petitions in support of 
SB 341 and polls have shown 
that a majority of citizens 
strongly favor banning bill- 
board advertising by tobacco 
companies. 

In addition, the U.S. Sup- 
reme Court upheld a similar 
ban in Baltimore, Maryland by 
refusing to hear arguments that 
a ban violates the right to free 
speech.
